1. You have requested our assistance with regard to certain 
personal legal problems of subject defector.

His recent move to Maryland causes us some concern but only 
technically. In view of the strong part played by the Agency in 
subject's search for and selection of the Maryland dwelling, it is 
fair to conclude that he was directed to live in Maryland by the 
United States Government and, therefore, would not relinquish
